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U.&: 'Everything on table 1 to block migrants at border

CALEXICO, California (AP) 

— Homeland Security Sec¬ 
retary Kirstjen Nielsen said 
Friday that "everything is 
on the table"asthe admin¬ 
istration considered new 
measures to stifle immi¬ 
gration at the U.S.-Mexico 
border and send a mes¬ 
sage that a slow-moving 
migrantcaravan bound for 
the United Stateswill not be 
welcome. 

Nielsen addressed the 
Trump administration's ef¬ 
forts to fortify the border 
while standing next to a 
newly constructed 30-foot 
fence in California. Be¬ 
fore she spoke, two work¬ 
ers wearing welding masks 
affixed a plaque to the 
barrier with the names of 
President Donald Trump 
and several high-ranking 
officials to commemorate 
what the administration 
calls the completion of the 
firstphase of hisborderwall. 
Nielsen's trip to the border 
came after the Pentagon 
approved a request for 
additional troops at the 
southern border, expected

to total at least 800 and 
possibly more than 1,000. 
And the White House is 
looking at new border se¬ 
curity measures, including 
one plan that would use 
the same mechanism as 
Trump's travel ban to block 
migrants from seeking asy¬ 
lum in the U.S, according 
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to two people fa miliar with 
the discussion. They spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
to discuss the idea, which 
they stressed was still in the 
early planning stages and 
had yetto be decided. 

'We are looking at every 
possible way within the le¬ 
gal construct that we have 
to make sure that those 
who don't have the legal 
right to come to this coun¬ 
try do not come in," Nielsen 
said. 

The president has stepped 
up his focus on immigra¬ 
tion in the days leading up 
to the Nov. 6 elections that

Mexico that is about 1,000 
milesaway butdwindling in 
size. 

"I called up the military," 
Trump said at a meeting of 
young black conservative 
leaders. 'We're not letting 
them in, they ought to go 
back now because we're 
not." 

Any attempt by Trump to 
curtail the rights of migrants 
to seek asylum is bound to 
draw legal challenge. 
Andrea Guerrero, execu¬ 
tive director of Alliance 
San Diego, said it would 
be "a very drastic action 
that would have disastrous 
practical implications for 
our asylum obligations, for 
ourmoraland legal obliga¬ 
tions" 


'We know that civil rights 
attorneys are preparing 
to litigate right now," she 
said. 'They're preparing to 
litigate right away. I don't 
know if (Trump) cares if he 
wins the litigation. He wants 
to score political points ...

litical ploy to stoke fear for 
political reasons and build

The federal government 
recently completed con¬ 
struction on a two-mile 
section of fencing that's 
30-feet tall.

New details also began to 
emerge Friday about the 
military deployment on the 
border. 

A Defense Department 
official said the mission is 
authorized from Oct. 30 to 
Dec. 15 and will operate 
in border areas of Califor¬ 
nia, Arizona and Texas 
The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity to 
provide details that have 
not yet been publicly an¬ 
nounced, said the troops 
will not be involved in de¬ 
taining migrants.

Microsoft to keep working with

Sayoc's social media pro¬ 
files portray a deeply disaf¬ 
fected conservative who 
trafficked in online conspir¬ 
acy theories, parody ac¬ 
counts and name-calling. 
He called a Florida school 
shooting survivor a 'fake 
phony," peddled theories 
about George Soros, the 
billionaire political donor 
targeted this week by a 
package bomb and deni¬ 
grated other Democrats 
who were later the intend¬ 
ed recipients of explosive 
packages. 

An amateur body builder 
and former stripper who 
once spent time on pro¬ 
bation for a bomb threat 
charge, Sayoc first regis¬ 
tered as a Republican vot- 
erjust ahead of the March 
2016 Republican primary 
and quickly identified him¬ 
self as a proud Trump sup¬ 
porter, tweeting and post¬ 
ing on Facebook videos 
thatappearto show him at 
Trump rallies 

He appeared to be to liv¬ 
ing in his van, showering on 
the beach or at a local fit¬ 
ness center. 

Sayoc's arrest Friday was a 
major breakthrough in the 
nationwide manhunt fol¬ 
lowing the discovery of ex¬ 
plosive devices addressed 
to prominent Democrats 
and other frequent targets 
of conservative ire, includ¬ 
ing former President Barack 
Obama, former Vice Presi¬ 
dent] oe Biden, Hillary Clin¬ 
ton and the cable network 
CNN. On Friday, new pack¬ 
ages addressed to New 
Jersey Sen. Cory Booker 
and former National Intel¬ 
ligence Director James 
Clapper were intercepted 
— both similarto those con¬ 
taining pipe bombsdiscov- 
ered earlier in the week. 
Investigators in California 


scrutinized a package sent 
to Democratic Sen. Ka¬ 
ma la Harris, her office said, 
and one sent to Tom Stey- 
er, a billionaire business- 
manwho hascampaigned 
for months for Trump's im¬ 
peachment. 

The mail bombs, coming 
barely a week before major 
midterm elections, sparked 
a heated national con¬ 
servation about the hard- 
edged political climate 
and Trump's role in fanning 
the flames The president 
as branded the media the 
"enemy of the people" and 
hurled harsh, personal in¬ 
sults at others targeted in 
the plot. 

Shortly after Sayoc was 
detained, Trump declared 
that "we must never allow 
political violence to take 
root in America" and that 
America ns "must unify." 
Speaking later to report¬ 
ers Friday evening before 
leaving for a political rally 
in North Carolina, said he 
knows Sayoc supported 
him but that he himself 
"bears no blame." Hours 
earlier Trump had com¬ 
plained via tweet that'this 
'bomb'stuff" wastaking at¬ 
tention away from the up¬ 
coming election and that 
critics were wrongly blam¬ 
ing him. 


FBI and police officials 
worked swiftly to untangle 
cluesthisweekasthe pack¬ 
ages mounted, sometimes 
several in the same day. 
The big break came when 
a fingerprint found on one 
of the packages, intended 
for California Rep. Maxine 
Waters, matched a finger¬ 
print of Sayoc's on file with 
Florida authorities. A DNA 
sample from a device in¬ 
tended for Obama simi¬ 
larly matched the suspect's 
DNA, the FBI said. 

An additional clue: Mis¬ 
spellings from his online 
posts matched mistakes 
found on the packages, 
according to an 11-page 
criminal complaint that in¬ 
cluded the formal charges 
of threatening formerpresi- 
dentsand transporting ex¬ 
plosives a cross state lines. 
Some packages included 
photographs of the intend¬ 
ed recipients marked with 
a red "x," the FBI said. The 
packages contained tim¬ 
ers and batteries, but were 
not rigged to explode upon 
opening. Officials were un¬ 
certain whether the de¬ 
vices were poorly designed 
or never intended to cause 
physical harm. 

Authorities noted that they 
included "energetic ma¬ 
terial." A footnote to the 


charging document said 
such explosive material 
"gives off heat and energy 
through a rapid exothermic 
reaction when initiated by 
heat, shockorfriction." 
'These are not hoax devic¬ 
es," FBI Director Chris Wray 
said. 

Sayoc wasarrested nearan 
auto parts store in Planta¬ 
tion, Florida, north of Miami. 
Across the street, Thomas 
Fiori, a former federal law 
enforcement officer, said 
he saw about 50 armed of¬ 
ficers swarm a man stand¬ 
ing outside a white van. 
They ordered him to the 
ground, Fiori said, and he 
did not resist. 

"He had that look of, 'I'm 
done, I surrender,"' Fiori 
said. 

Sayoc appears to have 
been living on the margins, 
regularly running into trou¬ 
ble with the law and strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet. 
He wasrepeatedlyarrested 
for theft in the 1990s, faced 
felony charges of posses¬ 
sion of anabolic steroids in 
2004 and was convicted of 
grand theft in 2014. In 2002, 
he served a year of pro¬ 
bation fora felony charge 
of threatening to throw or 
place a bomb. 

His lawyer in that case said 
the charge stemmed from

a heated conversation 
with a Florida utility repre¬ 
sentative. 

Ronald Lowy, a Miami at¬ 
torney, said Sayoc showed 
no ability at the time to 
back up his threat with any 
bomb-making expertise. 
Sayoc had $4,175 in per¬ 
sonal property and more 
than $21,000 in debts when 
filed for bankruptcy in 2012. 
"Debtor lives with mother, 
owns no furniture," his law¬ 
yer indicated in a property 
list.

More recent¬ 
ly he was seen at an LA Fit¬ 
ness in Aventura, regularly 
showering at the gym but

ATLANTA (AP) — Less tha n 
two weeks before Election 
Day, early voting returns 
forecast a midterm elec¬ 
tion turnout not seen in de¬ 
cades, with Republicans 
and Democrats demon¬ 
strating engaged bases on 
each end of the political 
spectrum. 

That level of enthusiasm 
— turnout is well ahead of 
the 2014 pace — makes 
it difficult to predict final 
outcomes on Nov. 6, as 
Republicans try to defend 
their Capitol Hill majorities, 
while Democrats try to up¬ 
end the all-GOP govern¬ 
ment and narrow GOP ad¬ 
vantages in statehouses 
Still, the numbers affirm 
what is already known 
about the Donald Trump 
era: It's intense. 

Here are some key points 
and highlights: 

HIGH TURNOUT 
Returns, a combination of 
mail and in-person voting, 
compiled by The Associ¬ 
ated Press show almost 10 
million ballots cast by the 
middle ofthisweek. Univer¬ 
sity of Florida political sci¬ 
entist Michael McDonald 
collected state elections 
reports putting the number 
close to 15 million by Friday. 
There were 28 million early 
ballots cast four years ago 
out of a total 83 million. 
Many states have more 
than doubled what turnout 
was at this point in 2014, 
and a handful already 
have surpassed their over¬ 
all early turnout for that 
election. 

Midtermsalwaysseea drop 
from the previous presiden¬ 
tial year vote, but 2014 was 
a particularly lousy turnout 


year, with the 83 million ac¬ 
counting for about 36 per¬ 
cent of the eligible voting 
population. In 2016, 137.5 
million people voted — a 
raw vote total record, but 
a percentage a bit higher 
than 2012 but behind 2008. 
Some forecasters are pre¬ 
dicting turnout could end 
up approaching 50 per¬ 
cent, levels not reached 
since the midterms be¬ 
tween 1962-1970 — years, 
perhaps not coincidental¬ 
ly, that spanned a political 
turbulent era. 

The Virginia statewide elec¬ 
tions last year (the state's 
odd-year elections are of¬ 
ten used as a benchmark 
heading into midterms) set 
recordsforabsentee ballot 
requestsand ultimately had 
the highest turnout seen 
in two decades. That was 
driven by both bases, but 
Democrat Ralph Northam 
ended up winning the gov¬ 


ernor's race by 9 percent¬ 
age points, a margin sev¬ 
eral points widerthan what 
polls had suggested. 

WHO'S "WINNING ? 

It's not as simple as saying 
who's out-voting whom. 
Many states don't require 
party registration. Some 
states have shifted politi¬ 
cally overtime and some 
voters may not have shift¬ 
ed with it. For example, a 
70-year-old white Demo¬ 
crat in the Florida panhan¬ 
dle — a region that resem- 
blesthe rest of the culturally 
Deep South — or in rural 
North Carolina mightstill be 
registered as a Democrat 
but have long moved to¬ 
ward Republicans in feder¬ 
al and statewide elections. 
With that caveat, returns 
compiled by AP through 
midweek showed regis¬ 
tered Democrats casting 
40.1 percent of ballots in 
states requiring party iden¬ 


tification, compared to 
37.8 percent for Republi¬ 
cans. Slightly updated to¬ 
tals compiled by University 
of Florida political scientist 
Michael McDonald had 
the Democratic advan¬ 
tage at 40.8 to 38. 

Yet in some key states, Re¬ 
publicans have an advan¬ 
tage. Republicans were 
outvoting Democrats in 
Senate battlegrounds in¬ 
cluding Arizona (44.4-32.7) 
and Florida (42.7-39.7). 
"NEW'VOTERS 
It's not accurate to say 
there is no value in convinc¬ 
ing an Election Day voter 
to vote early, since get- 
out-the-vote resources can 
be concentrated on those 
who haven't voted. But the 
real payoff for early voting 
is banking votes from low- 
propensity voters — those 
who help drive up presi¬ 
dential turnout but typically 
sit out other elections. 


For example, in Georgia, 
where early turnout is al¬ 
most triple what it was at 
this point four years ago, 
Democrats'intemalana lysis 
points to about 30 percent 
of the electorate so far be¬ 
ing non-2014 voters. About 
half of those, they estimate, 
are non-white voters— pre¬ 
sumably a boon for Demo¬ 
cratic governor candidate 
Stacey Abrams. 

That tracks with the Virgin¬ 
ia electorate that turned 
out in 2017. Democrats' 
analysis in Florida puts the 
non-2014 at about 30 per¬ 
cent. Democratic strategist 
Steve Sc hale's analysis has 
Democrats accounting for 
about 4 percent more of 
those ballots (at this point, 
he estimates that's about 
30,000 votes; Republican 
Rick won in 2014 by 65,000 
votes). Republicans rightly 
note, however, that they 
stand to benefit from the 
"new" voter phenomenon 
because of Trump. It's well 
documented that the 
president drew irregular 
voters to the polls in 2016. 
By definition, those voters 
are still counted as low- 
propensity midterm voters, 
and they've certainly been 
targeted by the Republi¬ 
can National Committee's 
vote r-tu mo ut effo rt.

CHICAGO (AP) — Mem¬ 
bers of a Chicago street 
gang suspected of killing at 
least 11 people and terror¬ 
izing a South Side neighbor¬ 
hood for years have been 
charged as part of a joint 
federal and state investiga¬ 
tion announced Friday. 

The Goonie Boss faction, 
under purported leader, 
22-year-old Romeo "O- 
Dog" Blackman, operated 
in the Englewood neigh¬ 
borhood, killing rivals, issu¬ 
ing threats through social 
media, boasting online 
aboutactsof violence and 
threatening witnesses, ac¬ 
cording to charging docu¬ 
ments unsealed Friday. 

"It'sa significant day here in 
Englewood," J effrey SaMet, 
head of the FBI's Chicago 
office, said at a news con¬ 
ference announcing the 
charges. 'We are bringing 
the full weight of the fed¬ 
eral government to the vio¬ 
lence that's plaguing these 
neighborhoods" 

Unusually for such a case, 


filings don't say the Goonie 
gang resorted to violence 
to protect lucrative drug 
turf. 

Ihey stress instead how 
gang members seemed to 
obsess over burnishing their 
reputation for fearsome¬ 
ness and over boosting 
their gang land status. 

In all, 23 people have been 
charged from the investi¬ 
gation that goes back two 
years. It relied heavily on 
information gleaned from 
social media postings, U.S. 
Attorney John Lausch said, 
adding they investigators 
were able to "exploit that 
information in order to get 
good evidence." 

It's among the first gang 
cases to emphasize gangs' 
embrace of social media 
to goad foesorbrag about 
their crimes. Some inves¬ 
tigators now specialize in 
cyber-sleuthing, spending 
much of their time search¬ 
ing Facebook, Twitter and 
other sites for evidence to 
charge gang members. 
Blackman, who was al¬ 
ready in custody on other 
charges, and three others 


are charged federally with 
a racketeering conspiracy 
that alleges 10 killings and 
six attempted killings Con- 
victionscould carry life sen¬ 
tences. A fifth member is 
charged in state court with 
first-degree murder in an 
11th slaying. Filings didn't 
include defense lawyers' 
names 

Among those killed was 
Gerald Sias, a 38-year-old 
fatally shot in an Engle¬ 
wood barbershop on May 
26, 2016. Most of the other 
victims were in their late 
teens and 20s. 

Top-down gangs in which 
kingpins give orders that 
everyone down the chain 
of command follows are 
largely a thing of the past 
in Chicago. Many powerful 
gang leaders in the 1990s 
and 2000s were prosecut¬ 
ed, leaving younger, less- 
disciplined gang members 
vying for influe nee. 

Ihe Goonie gang, which 
is loosely affiliated with the 
Gangster Disciples, has 
long-running feuds with 
other factions in Engle¬ 
wood, such as the Push 


Squad and TLove. 

Many experts have said 
successful prosecutions 
have led to greater gang 
chaos, leading to the un¬ 
intended consequence 
of more gang violence. 
Lausch, the federal pros¬ 
ecutor, said authorities are 
aware ofthe phenomenon 
of vacuums being created 
when gangs' top members 
are arrested. 

"We are anticipating who 
we think is going to step up 
and fill that vacuum," he 
said. 

Also Friday, Chicago Police 


Department spokesman 
Anthony Guglielmi said 
gang retaliation appears 
to have played a role in 
two South Side shootings 
this week. 

Guglielmi said there was a 
"high probability" that an 
attack that wounded five 
people Wednesday was 
in retaliation fora shooting 
during a funeral Monday 
in which six people were 
wounded, including aspir¬ 
ing 21-year-old rapperMar- 
vel "FBG Wooski" Williams 
Williams is known for chal¬ 
lenging rivals in rap songs.Q 


New J eisey c Kies 1 post-Sandy flooding plan isc hosen

An ambitious plan to pro¬ 
tect three New J ersey cities 
just outside New York from 
the type of major flooding 
caused by Superstorm San¬ 
dy is moving forward. 

New Jersey officials have 
settled on the boundaries 
of a $230 million project in 
Hoboken, Jersey City and 
Weehawken. 

It calls for flood walls pro¬ 
tecting neighborhoods, an 
NJ Transit rail yard, a hos¬ 
pital, and police and fire 


stations. Hoboken was in¬ 
undated by the 2012 storm; 
Monday is its sixth anniver¬ 
sary. 

Four years in the mak¬ 
ing, the project has been 
closely watched around 
the country by commu¬ 
nities looking for ways to 
protect densely built cities 
where simply raising build¬ 
ings higher is not an op¬ 
tion, particularly those with 
subwayorunderground rail 
systems 

'We believe that Hoboken 
can truly become a nation¬ 


al model for innovatively 
dealing with the impacts 
of global climate change," 
said Hoboken Mayor Ravi 
Bha lla. 

The project arose from Re¬ 
build By Design, a federal 
project funded through the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
to seek innovative ways to 
protect communities after 
Sandy. Hoboken'sisamong 
the most advanced of sev¬ 
en projects that received 
fund ing in New J ersey, New 
York and Connecticut. 


Construction should start 
in the third quarter of 2019 
and hopefully be complet¬ 
ed by 2022. 

It involves building flood 
barriers around parts of 
Hoboken and the other 
two cities while integrating 
it into the landscape with 
seating and areas where 
grassorplantswould grow, 
absorbing rainfall. At least 
two parks are part of the 
plan, which uses green 
spaces as an alternative 
to pavement that causes 
rainfall and storm water to 


run off into sewers. 

One of its most novel fea¬ 
tures, construction of un¬ 
derground chambers to 
store rapidly accumulat¬ 
ing flood waters, is being 
put off until more money 
is available, though an ex¬ 
perimental project could 
be done if sufficient funds 
are available after the 
main barrier project iscom- 
pleted. Offic ia Is say they still 
like the concept, but say it 
could be 15 to 20 years be¬ 
fore it gets built as pa rt of a 
future project.Q

accused of sexual abuse, 
opening up what could be 
a major new chapter in the 
Catholic Church's long-run¬ 
ning abuse and cover-up 
saga, "The Associated Press 
hasleamed. 

Ihe invitation to transpar¬ 
ency by the Conference 
of Major Superiors of Men, 
which represents about a 
third of the 37,000 Catho¬ 
lic priests in the U.S., is sig¬ 
nificant because religious 
orders such as the Fran¬ 
ciscans and Benedictines 
have largely flown under 
the radar over two de¬ 
cades of a scandal in the 
U.S. that has focused on 
abuse by diocesan priests 
and cover-up by their bish¬ 
ops. 

Anticipating that the spot¬ 
light will shift amid new 


investigations in a dozen 
U.S. states, the conference 
will formally invite its 120 
member orders to con¬ 
sider voluntarily publishing 
the names of men with an 
"established allegation" 
against them, said the Rev. 


Gerard McGlone, who is re¬ 
sponsible for child protec¬ 
tion at the conference. 

'This will be coming shortly," 
he told AP, confirming what 
he told a panel discussion 
at Georgetown University 
this week. 


The conference cannot 
require or even formally 
recommend that religious 
institutes release names. 
But the invitation to do so 
is nevertheless significant, 
since the organization's 
mission is to be a resource 


of best practices for its 
members. 

The conference represents 
more than 16,000 priests 
and brothers of religious 
congregations like the Sale- 
sians, Jesuits and Christian 
Brothers, who are known for 
their work running schools 
and providing services to 
the poor and vulnerable. 
Around the world, mem- 
bersof relig iousordershave 
been implicated in large 
numbers in the abuse scan¬ 
dal, precisely because they 
have had greatest access 
to potential young victims, 
said Terence McKieman, 
co-founder of BishopAc- 
countability.org, an online 
resource of documenta¬ 
tion about the scandal. 

'The orders have a miser¬ 
able record, but the im¬ 
pression in the U.S. is that 
they have a better record. 
That impression is entirely 
wrong," said McKieman, 
who has focused much of 
his research on religious

— Far-right extremists have 
ramped up an intimidat¬ 
ing wave of anti-Semitic 
harassment against J ewish 
journalists, political candi- 
datesand othersahead of 
next month's U.S. midterm 
elections, according to a 
report released Friday by a 
J ewish civil rights group. 

The Anti-Defamation 
League's report says its re¬ 


searchers analyzed more 
than 7.5 million Twitter mes- 
sagesfrom Aug. 31 to Sept. 
17and found nearly 30per¬ 
cent of the accounts re¬ 
peatedly tweeting deroga¬ 
tory terms about J ews ap¬ 
peared to be automated 
"bots." 

But accounts controlled 
by real-life humans often 
mount the most "worrisome 
and harmful" anti-Semitic 
attacks, sometimes or¬ 
chestrated by leaders of 


neo-Nazi or white national¬ 
ist groups, the researchers 
said. 

"Both anonymity and au¬ 
tomation have been used 
in online propaganda of¬ 
fensives against the J ewish 
community during the 2018 
midterms," they wrote. 

ADL national director and 
CEO Jonathan Greenblatt 
said the midterm elections 
have been a "rallying point" 
for far-right extremists to or¬ 
ganize efforts to spread 
hate online. 

"It's a place where extrem¬ 
ists really have felt embold¬ 
ened," Greenblatt said of 
social media platforms. 
Billionaire philanthropist 
George Soros was a lead¬ 
ing subject of harassing 
tweets. Soros, a Hungarian- 
born Jew demonized by 
right-wing conspiracy theo¬ 
rists, isone of the prominent 
Democrats who had pipe 
bombs sent to them this 
week. 

The ADL's study concludes 
online disinformation and 
abuse is disproportionately 
targeting Jews in the U.S. 
"during this crucial political 
moment." 


"Prior to the election of 
President Donald Trump, 
anti-Semitic harassment 
and attacks were rare and 
unexpected, even forj ew¬ 
ish Americans who were 
prominently situated in the 
public eye. Following his 
election, anti-Semitism has 
become normalized and 
harassment is a daily oc¬ 
currence,"the report says. 
The New York City-based 
ADL has commissioned 
otherstudiesof online hate, 
including a report in May 
that estimated about 3 mil¬ 
lion Twitter users posted or 
re-posted at least 4.2 million 
anti-Semitic tweets in Eng¬ 
lish over a 12-month period 
ending Jan. 28. An earlier 
report from the group said 
anti-Semitic incidents in 
the U.S. previous year had 
reached the highest tally it 
has counted in more than 
two decades 
For the latest report, re¬ 
searchers interviewed five 
Jewish people, including 
two recent political can¬ 
didates, who had faced 
"human-based attacks" 
against them on social me¬ 
dia this year. Their experi¬ 


ences demonstrated that 
anti-Semitic harassment 
"has a chilling effect on 
Jewish Americans' involve¬ 
ment in the public sphere," 
their report says. 

"While each interview sub¬ 
ject spoke of not wanting 
to let threats of the trolls 
affect their online activity, 
political campaigns, aca¬ 
demic research or news 
reporting, they all admitted 
the threats of violence and 
deluges of anti-Semitism 
had become part of their 
internal equations," re¬ 
searchers wrote. 

The most popular term 
used in tweets containing 
the #TrumpTrain hashtag 
was 'Soros." The study also 
found a "surprising" abun¬ 
dance of tweets referenc¬ 
ing 'QAnon," a right-wing 
conspiracy theory that 
started on an online mes¬ 
sage board and has been 
spread by Trump support¬ 
ers.

DALLAS (AP) — The family 
of a 26-year-old black man 
who was shot and killed in 
his own apartment by a 
white former Dallas police 
officer filed a federal law¬ 
suit on Friday. 

Ihe suit argued that Am¬ 
ber Guyger used excessive 
force when she gunned 
down Botham Jean, a 
26-year-old native of St. 
Lucia, inside his own apart- 
menton Sept. 6. According 
to court records, Guyger 
reported she mistook his 
apartmentforherown and 
thought she'd encountered 
an intruder. 

Guyger and the city of Dal¬ 


las are named as defen¬ 
dants in the lawsuit. Jean's 
parents, Bertrumjean and 
Allison Jean, are listed as 
plaintiffs. 

Guyger was charged with 
manslaughter days af¬ 
ter the shooting and has 
since been fired from the 
Dallas Police Department. 
Ihe lawsuit also contends 
the department did not 
adequately train Guyger. 
Although the officer had 
ended her shift prior to the 
shooting, the litigation ar¬ 
gues Guyger was acting 
underherscope asa Dallas 
officer during the deadly 
encounter. 

'Officer Guyger was ill- 
trained, and as a result, 


defaulted to the defective 
DPD policy: to use deadly 
force even when there ex¬ 
ist no immediate threat of 
harm to themselves or oth¬ 
ers," the lawsuit said. 

An affidavit prepared by a 
Texas Ranger said Guyger 
went to the wrong apart¬ 
ment after ending her 
shift on Sept. 6. Ihe door, 
according to the docu¬ 
ment, wasajarand Guyger 
opened it to find a figure 
in the dark apartment. She 
drew her firearm moments 
later and shot two times, 
hitting Jean once in the 
torso, according to the af¬ 
fidavit. 

According to the lawsuit, 
Guyger did not give emer¬ 


gency aid to Jean follow¬ 
ing the gunfire. 

'Jean was allowed to re¬ 
main on the ground as he 
struggled to survive in ex¬ 
treme pa in," the lawsuit ar¬ 
gued.Lee Merritt, one ofthe 
attorneys for J ean's family, 
has cast doubt on the nar¬ 


rative. Merritt has said that 
two independent witnesses 
told him they heard knock¬ 
ing on the door in the ha II- 
way before the shooting. 

He said one witness re¬ 
ported hearing a woman's 
voice saying, "Let me in! Let 
me inl'O

— A judge has dismissed 
a lawsuit by an Oregon 
county that targeted the 
state over legalized mari¬ 
juana. 

U.S. District J udge Michael 
McShane signed a formal 


order dismissing Josephine 
County's lawsuit earlier 
this week, saying a city or 
county doesn't have stand¬ 
ing to sue a state in federal 
court, "The Daily Courier re¬ 
ported "Thursday. 

"The lawsuit was filed in April 


and contended that fed¬ 
eral law banning marijuana 
pre-empts Oregon's law le¬ 
galizing marijuana for com¬ 
mercial sales. 

County legal counsel Wally 
Hicks says he and the coun¬ 
ty Board of Commissioners 
accept the ruling. He told 
the newspaperthat county 
leaders have not yet dis¬ 
cussed whetherto appeal. 
"The lawsuit was the latest 
battle between J osephine 
County and the state over 
pot. After commercial mar¬ 
ijuana grows became le¬ 
gal in Oregon in 2016, the 
county tried retroactively 
to place limits on them by 


banning pot grows in areas 
zoned rural residential. 
Marijuana growers ap¬ 
pealed and the state's 
Land Use Board of Ap¬ 
peals ultimately froze the 
county's regulations, saying 
it hadn't provided proper 
notice of its new rule. "That 
setthe stage forthe federal 
lawsuit. 

The judge found that the 
state hadn't "substantively" 
prevented the county from 
enacting itsown local rules 
The county in southwest Or¬ 
egon just is miles from the 
California border, in an ex¬ 
cellent region for growing 
marijuana, and has strug¬ 


gled with a boom in mari¬ 
juana grows since state le¬ 
galization. 

"The county Board of Com¬ 
missioners recently un¬ 
veiled a new attempt at 
restrictions on marijuana 
farming in rural residential 
zones. "The new proposal 
would allow legal commer¬ 
cial farms to continue but 
ban new ones

MILAN (AP) — Italy's gov¬ 
ernment is playing a game 
of chicken with Europe¬ 
an authorities and finan¬ 
cial markets over plans to 
spend big — and it's un¬ 
clear whether the country 
can avoid a collision that 
would spread wreckage 
throughout Europe and the 
rest of the world. 

Financial markets have 
been falling in Italy and 
the risk is the dispute could 
revive investors' dormant 
concerns about the coun¬ 
try's stability and the future 
of the euro. 

Italy is Europe's fourth- 
la rgest economy and inte¬ 
grated in the global finan¬ 
cial system. Serious trouble 
there could roil business 
around the world. 

Here's a look at the risks 
posed by Italy's budget 
clash with the European 
Union's executive commis¬ 
sion. 

qT how did the fight 

START? 

A: Italy's new government 
decided to increase spend¬ 
ing dramatically, pushing 
the deficit to 2.4 percent of 
GDP — three times higher 
than earlier planned. The 
Commission rejected the 
budget under an EU re¬ 
view process. It warned 
the higher spending would 
keep Italy from lowering its 
debt, as promised. At 133 
percent of GDP, it's the sec¬ 
ond-highest in Europe after 
Greece. 

Italy's populists are refus¬ 
ing to backdown. Matteo 
Salvini, leader of the anti¬ 
immigration, EU-skeptical 
League party, pledged 
that "not one euro" would 
be removed from the 2019 
budget. 

"The tensions are already 
having an impact on Italy's 
economy. Ratings agency 
Moody's has lowered its 
credit rating for Italy to the 
lowest investment grade 
level — a move that has 
cost Italy's fragile banks 
dearly as they own a lot of 
the public debt in the form 
of government bonds. 

On Friday, Standard & 
Poor's lowered its outlook 
on Italy to "negative" from 


"stable" but maintained its 
rating unchanged."The low¬ 
ering ofa country's outlook, 
however, can precede a 
rating downgrade. 

qT WHY IS ITALY SPENDING 
SO MUCH? 

Italy's populist 5-Star Move¬ 
ment and League note 
that Italy has lagged Eu¬ 
rope's economy, and they 
blame austerity, the limits 
on spending observed as 
part of being in the euro. 
Their recipe: Get money 
into the hands of Italians 
through social welfare 
programs that will benefit 
mostly young job seekers 
while restoring pensions 
that had been slashed by a 
previous government. "They 
say spending and invest¬ 
ments will mean growth 
that would later help bring 
the deficit back down. But 
many analysts say Italy 
mainly needs to change 
the way the economy 
works — by reducing red 
tape, forexample. 

And much as the populists 
insist they don't want Italy 
out of the EU orthe euro, a 


confrontation with Brussels 
is electoral candy, reinforc¬ 
ing their anti-establishment 
credibility. "Their popularity 
is rising, with surveys show¬ 
ing they would take 60 
percent of the vote in an 
election today. Both par¬ 
ties have their eye on elec¬ 
tions to the European par¬ 
liament in May. 


Q: WHATCAN THE EU DO? 

A: "The European Commis¬ 
sion is aware that throwing 
the book at Italy could only 
make matters worse by fu¬ 
eling a populist backlash 
against the EU. But a more 
lenient response would 
upset more rule-abiding 
states, particularly in north¬ 
ern Europe, and challenge 
the credibility of the bloc's 
fiscal rules. 

"The commission has been 
keen to point out Italy 
has the right to choose 
its spending priorities and 
backs the need to tackle 
poverty. And they have 
underlined Italy's role as a 
founding EU member. 

Italy has three weeks to re¬ 
spond to the EU's rejection. 


If it fails to revise its budget, 
the EU could invoke a for¬ 
mal procedure to bring 
Italy in line that could even¬ 
tually result in a fine. "That 
would likely only sharpen 
the dispute and worry 
markets more about Italy's 
commitment to the EUand 
the euro. 

qT WHAT HAPPENS IF ITALY 
GETS DOWNGRADED? 

A: Ratings downgrades 
mean the bonds a re riskier, 
and their price falls. That 
hurts the banks, which hold 
a lot of those bonds. The 
downgrade stresses their 
finances and restricts their 
ability to lend. Interest rates 
would rise. 

Rates on government 
bonds influence rates for 
otherlending, so businesses 
and consumers would pay 
more to borrow. The econ¬ 
omy would suffer. 

And if the bondsare down¬ 
graded to below invest¬ 
ment grade, Italian banks 
could no longer use them 
as collateral to tap cheap 
credit from the European 
Central Bank. "They'd lose 


their reliable source of 
cheap funding to keep 
doing business. Troubled 
banks are a frequent part 
of broadereconomic crises 
— like the Great Recession 
a decade ago — because 
ofthe key role banksplay in 
the economy. 

qT why should anyone 

OUTSIDE ITALY CARE? 

A: Although much of Italy's 
debt is he Id by Italian inves¬ 
tors, a default or sudden 
drop could hurtotherfinan- 
c ia I ma rketsa sfea rssp rea d. 
Forexample, French banks 
have 316 billion euros ($360 
billion) in exposure to Italian 
debt, meaning losses in a 
crisis could hop the border 
quic kly. 

If Italy seems unable to 
pay its huge debts, inves¬ 
tors could start betting the 
country will default, and 
that could raise questions 
about the euro breaking 
up. "That would likely have 
a big impact on the glob¬ 
al economy by depress¬ 
ing confidence, disrupt¬ 
ing commerce and mak¬ 
ing banks wary of lending 
money needed forfinance 
and businessesto run. 

QT CAN'T ITALY BE BAILED 
OUTUKE GREECE? 

A: It would be much more 
difficult because Italy is far 
bigger. The eurozone's bail- 
outfund has410billioneuros 
($465 billion) in spare lend¬ 
ing capacity. Italy will need 
240 billion this year alone 
in financing. So the bailout 
fund has barely enough for 
two years — and Greece 
wason life supportforeight 
years. Also, other govern¬ 
ments might balk at taking 
on Italy's troubles. 

That leaves the European 
Central Bank. The ECB has 
a backstop: a promise to 
buy unlimited amounts of 
bonds issued by a country 
facing extreme borrow¬ 
ing costs. But that comes 
on condition the country 
signsa deal promising bud¬ 
get cuts and tax increases 
It's unlikely Italy's populists 
would do that. 

So an ECB rescue would 
probably first require the 
collapse of the current 
government. 

That might come too late 
to ha It a c risis.Q

— Israeli forces shot dead 
five Palestinians Friday, four 
in Gaza protests and one 
in the West Bank, and Pal¬ 
estinian militants later fined 
several rockets into south¬ 
ern Israel. 

In Gaza, the deadly esca¬ 
lation followed two weekly 
protests along the perim¬ 
eter fence with Israel that 
saw no fatalities. 

"The bloodshed is likely to 
complicate the mission of 
Egyptian mediators, who 
intensified their shuttle di¬ 
plomacy to achieve calm 
and prevent a full-blown 
conflict between Gaza's 


Ha mas rulers and Israel. 

Late Friday, Israeli army 
said 10 to 12 rockets were 
fired from Gaza into south¬ 
ern Israel communities. Is¬ 
rael's Iron Dome defense 
system intercepted several 
missiles, it added. 

Earlier, thousands of Pal¬ 
estinians gathered at five 
locationsalong the bound¬ 
ary, burning tiresand throw¬ 
ing rocks, grenades and 
firebombs at Israeli troops 
who respond with tear gas 
and occasional live fire. 

The Israeli army said some 
suspects briefly crossed the 
fence. In a separate inci¬ 
dent, the military said its a ir- 
crafts struck three Hamas 
military posts in northern 


Strip. 

Three of the dead were 
reported in Khan Younis, in 
southern Gaza, according 


to the ministry. Witnesses 
said that dozens of protest¬ 
ers approached the fence 
there. 


In northern Gaza, a 27-year- 
old man died after being 
shot in the head, the min¬ 
istry said. It added that 170 
other protesters sustained 
va rious injuries 
The militant Hamas group 
hasscaled down the dead¬ 
ly protestsoverthe past two 
weeksas Egypt stepped up 
itseffortsto secure calm. 

On Wednesday, Egyptian 
intelligence officials met 
representatives of Palestin¬ 
ian factions in Gaza. Loay 
Qarouti of the PopularFront 
for the Liberation of Pales¬ 
tine General Command 
said the mediators asked 
them 'to protect the lives 
of protesters and minimize 
losses among them.'O

floods near Jordan's shore 
of the Dead Sea rose to 21 
on Friday, in what Civil De¬ 
fense offic ia Is sa id was one 
of the deadliest incidents 
in the kingdom involving 
schoolchildren. 

The searchforsurvivorscon- 
tinued afterdaybreak, with 
helicopters and tea ms with 
sniffer dogs scouring the 
rocky slopesnearthe Dead 
Sea in the J ordan Valley. 
The body of a 12-year-old 
girl was found early on Fri¬ 
day, said the director gen¬ 
eral of the Civil Defense, 
Mustafa al-Basaiah. By late 
Friday, one person was still 
feared missing. 

Thirteen of the dead and 
26 of about three dozen 
people injured in Thursday's 
flash floods were middle 


school children, officials 
said. They said three of 
those killed, including two 
students, were Iraqis living 
in Amman. 

The incident began early 


Thursday afternoon when 
37 students from an Am¬ 
man private school, along 
with seven adult chaper¬ 
ones, as well as other visi¬ 
tors were taking a break 


at hot springs several kilo¬ 
meters from the Dead Sea 
shores. Sudden heavy rains 
sent flash floods surging 
toward them from higher 
ground, sweeping them 
away, some as far as the 
Dead Sea, offic ia Is sa id. 

An extensive rescue opera¬ 
tion involving helicopters, 
divers, sniffer dogs and 
hundreds of searchers con¬ 
tinued into the night Thurs¬ 
day and resumed Friday. 
Israel's military said it also 
dispatched a rescue team 
at the request of the J orda- 
nian government. 

Brig. Gen. Farid al-Sharaa, 
a Civil Defense spokesman, 
said Fridaythattheflooding 
wasone of the deadliest in¬ 
cidents in recent memory 
involving schoolchildren. 
Jordan's King Abdullah II 
canceled a planned work¬ 
ing visit to Bahrain, initially 


scheduled for Friday. He 
wasto have been the key¬ 
note speaker at a security 
conference. In a message 
on his Twitter account, the 
monarch said that 'the 
pain of each father, moth- 
erand family is my pain." 

He also expressed anger 
toward those who he said 
'failed to take measures 
that could have prevented 
this pa inful incident." 

The monarch later chaired 
a meeting of the National 
Policies Council, a group 
of high-level officials. He 
asked for a detailed re¬ 
port of the incident, includ¬ 
ing identifying who wasto 
blame for the deaths 
Earlier, he ordered the Jor¬ 
danian flag at the palace's 
main entrance to fly at 
half-staff for three days in 
mourning for the victims of

key on Friday intensified its 
demands for Saudi Arabia 
to extradite 18 suspects in 
the killing of journalist Ja- 
mal Khashoggi, a call that 
is likely to be met with re¬ 
sistance from the kingdom 
and could escalate ten¬ 
sions between the U.S.-al- 
lied regional powers. 
Khashoggi's Turkish fian¬ 
cee, meanwhile, gave an 
anguished and tearful TV 
interview in which she said 
she keeps asking herself if 
she had missed some signs 
and should have prevent¬ 
ed him from entering the 
Saudi Consulate in Istanbul 
on Oct. 2 — questions that 
she says she cannot an¬ 
swer. 

The Istanbul chief prosecu¬ 
tor's office submitted a re¬ 
quest for Saudi Arabia to 
hand over the suspects in 
the killing, and the Turkey's 
Foreign Ministry will for¬ 
mally notify the kingdom, 
Turkey's state-run Anadolu 
news agency reported. The 
Saudi government hassaid 
it arrested and would itself 
punish 18 people forwhat it 
described asa rogue oper¬ 
ation by officials who killed 
Khashoggi in the consulate. 
"We expect our request (for 
the suspects') return to be 
fulfilled because this atro¬ 
cious event took place in 
Turkey," said Turkish J ustice 
Minister Abdulhamit Gul. 
Saudi Arabia has returned 
suspects to Turkey before. 
The stakes are much high¬ 
er in the Khashoggi case, 
however, as some of those 
implicated are close to 
Crown Prince Mohammed 
bin Salman, the kingdom's 
heir apparent whose con¬ 
demnation of the killing 
failed to ease suspicions 
that he wasinvolved. 

Turkish prosecutors want 
the suspects to face pros¬ 
ecution for "premeditated 
killing executed with fiend¬ 
ish sentime ntsorby causing 
torment," according to the 
Anadolu agency. 

'The reasoning behind the 
extradition request is that 
J amal Khashoggi was mur¬ 
dered in Turkey by Saudi 
nationals who traveled 
to Turkey for this specific 
purpose," a senior Turkish 


official said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause he was not autho¬ 
rized to talk to the media. 
Turkey's judicial system is 
better equipped to serve 
the cause of justice in this 
case, the officiaI said, add¬ 
ing: 'The court proceedings 
in Turkey will be open to in¬ 
ternational observers in or¬ 
der to ensure the greatest 
level of transparency." 
Turkey alleges a 15-mem- 
ber hit squad was sent to Is¬ 
tanbul to kill the journalist, a 
onetime Saudi insider who 
became a critic of Prince 
Mohammed and was a 
columnist for The Washing¬ 
ton Post. Turkish President 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan has 
said the three others in the 
group of 18 who were de¬ 
tained in Saudi Arabia were 
consulate employees 
Erdogan said Friday that 
Turkey would reveal more 
evidence about the killing 
but was not in any rush to 
do so, indicating that Turk¬ 
ish authorities will methodi¬ 


cally increase pressure on 
Saudi Arabia even as the 
kingdom floats conflicting 
statements in a vain and 
often clumsy attempt to 
end the crisis. 

'There is no point in being 
too hasty," Erdogan said in 
an address to ruling party 
leaders. 

He added that the Saudis 
who killed Khashoggi must 
reveal the location of his 
body. 

Saudi prosecutors have 
said evidence from Turkey 
indicatesthatthe killing was 
premeditated, a change 
from previous Saudi state¬ 
ments seeking to dodge re¬ 
sponsibility for a crime that 
caused global outrage. 
Hours after Erdogan's 
speech, Khashoggi's fian¬ 
cee Hatice Cengiz told 
HaberTurk, a Turkish news 
channel, about her pain 
since he disappeared after 
entering the consulate. 

"I found myself in a dark¬ 
ness I cannot express," 
Cengiz said. She described 


how she had accompa¬ 
nied Khashoggi, 59, to the 
consulate and waited out¬ 
side while, she thought, he 
was getting paperwork for 
theirplanned marriage. He 
never came out. 

"I still have questions that I 
cannot answer," said Cen¬ 
giz, who shed tears at times 
in the interview. "Did I miss 
something? Did I not notice 
something?" 

Cengiz said she has not 
received any condolence 
call from Saudi officials af¬ 
ter the death of Khashog¬ 
gi, who left Saudi Arabia 
for self-imposed exile in 
the United States a year 
ago. On Thursday, one of 
the journalist's sons, Salah 
Khashoggi, flew with his 
family from Saudi Arabia to 
the U.S. 

Prince Mohammed has 
condemned the killing, but 
critics suspect a cover-up 
designed to protect him, 
noting that he has tight 
control over the day-to- 
day affairs of the kingdom. 


While Saudi Arabia has 
been the focus of wide¬ 
spread condemnation, 
Turkey has seen its fortunes 
rise a sit showcase sits inves¬ 
tigative mettle with leaks of 
evidence to media outlets 
and an effort to steer in¬ 
ternational revulsion over 
the killing. It is something 
of a turnaround forTurkey, 
which was recently spar¬ 
ring with the U.S. and other 
Western countries, even 
though differences among 
the a Hies remain. 

'We have given and con¬ 
tinue to give information 
and documents to anyone 
who is curious, although 
not the originals," Erdogan 
said of the Khashoggi file.

President Vladimir Putin 
spoke to Saudi King Salman 
on Thursday, and Putin's 
spokesman, Dmitry Peskov, 
told reporters Friday that 
the Kremlin accepts the 
royal family's denial of any 
role in Khashoggi's killing. 
'There is an official state¬ 
ment from the king and an 
official statement from the 
crown prince," Peskov said.

— Sri Lankan President Mai- 
thripala Sirisena sacked 
the country's prime minister 
and his Cabinet on Friday 
and replaced him with a 
former strongman, an aide 
said. 

Sirisena Sirisena informed 
Ranil Wickremesinghe that 
he was being replaced 
by his former nemesis, Ma¬ 
hinda Rajapaksa, the aide 
said. 

Ihe aide, Mahinda Ama- 
raweera, said Rajapaksa 
had the majority needed 
in the 225-member Parlia¬ 
ment to legitimize Sirisena's 
action and to run a stable 
government. 

Wickremeisnghe, however, 
told reporters that he had 
no intention of leaving his 
post. 

"I have the majority. I will 
function as the prime min¬ 
ister. I will remain as the 
prime minister,"he said. 
According to the constitu¬ 
tion, the president has the 
right to appoint someone 
who he thinks has a major¬ 
ity in Parliament. 

"At the moment, there is a 
constitutional crisis — two 


persons each claiming to 
be the prime minister," said 
Jehan Perera, executive 
director of the nonpartisan 
National Peace Council of 
Sri Lanka. "What the presi¬ 
dent now should do imme¬ 
diately is to summon Par¬ 
liament and have a vote. 
That's the democratic way 
to resolve this crisis" 


Rajapaksa ruled Sri Lanka 
as president for nine years 
beginning in 2005, accu¬ 
mulating immense power 
and popularity among the 
country's majority ethnic 
Sinhalese after oversee¬ 
ing the military's brutal de¬ 
feat of ethnic Tamil rebels 
in 2009, ending a 25-year 
civil war. Some supporters 


hailed him as a king and a 
savior. But he was a Iso criti¬ 
cized for failing to allow an 
investigation into alleged 
war crimes by the military. 
Under his government, doz- 
ensof journalists we re killed, 
abducted and tortured 
and some fled the country 
fearing fortheirlives. He lost 
a bid for re-election in 2015 


amid mounting allegations 
of corruption and nepo¬ 
tism. His return to power as 
prime minister could sig¬ 
nal that Sri Lanka is sliding 
backto an era of violence 
against political oppo¬ 
nents, criticsand journalists, 
observers said. 

Sirisena's ouster of Wickre¬ 
meisnghe ends an uneasy 
coalition government that 
wasformed bytheirtwo bit¬ 
terly opposed political par¬ 
ties on a pledge to tackle 
corruption. 

Srisena, who was health 
minister under Rajapak¬ 
sa, and Wickremesinghe 
joined forces to defeat Ra¬ 
japaksa in the 2015 elec¬ 
tion. Sirisena was elected 
president largely through 
votes from Wickremesing- 
he's party. 

After winning the presiden¬ 
cy as a neutral candidate, 
Sirisena accepted an of¬ 
fer from Rajapaksa to take 
over his Sri Lanka Freedom 
Party. Since then, party ri¬ 
valries have simmered with¬ 
in the government, with Ra- 
japaksa leading a splinter 
Freedom Party group. 
Members of Wic kremesing- 
he's government called Fri¬ 
day's move a coup.Q

BEIJING (AP) — China and 
Japan displayed a united 
fronton 'free and fair"trade 
as leaders of Asia's two big¬ 
gest economies met Friday 
in Beijing. 

The visit byj apanese Prime 
Minister Shinzo Abe, along 
with hundredsofjapanese 
businessmen, took place 
against the backdrop of 
the festering trade dispute 
between China and the 
U.S. that has resulted in 
both sides imposing billions 
of dollars in tariffs on each 
other's exports 
"I believe we need to take 
to a new level a free and 
fairtrade system,"Abe said 
after meeting with Chinese 
PresidentXiJ inping. 

The two sides signed a slew 
of agreements, including 
a currency swap deal and 
plans to work together in 
other markets. 

The demonstration of uni¬ 


ty was underlined by the 
nearly 1,000 business repre¬ 
sentatives who traveled to 
Beijing from Japan. China's 
Premier Li Keqiang said 
they had signed 500 agree¬ 
ments worth $18 billion. 

'This indicates our coop¬ 
eration has great poten¬ 
tial and a promising pros¬ 
pect," he said. "As coun¬ 
tries with great influence in 
the region and the world, 
we should safeguard free 
trade." 

Li sa id the two sides should 
workon regionalfree trade 
deals such as the Regional 
Comprehensive Economic 
Partnership, which doesnot 
include the U.S., and on a 
free trade area between 
China, South Korea and J a- 
pan. 

'The realization of regional 
economic integration in 
the Asia Pacific region ben¬ 
efits the development of 
global free trade," Li said. 


President Donald Trump's 
effort to win more favor¬ 
able trade dealsforthe U.S. 
has focused most heav¬ 
ily on China, source of the 
biggest American trade 
deficit and the target of 
complaints over Beijing's 
policies for building lead¬ 


ership in advanced tech¬ 
nologies. Japan, too, faces 
pressure over its own trade 
imbalance with the U.S., 
especially on auto exports. 
Abe's government has 
agreed on holding talks 
with the U.S., its powerful 
ally, on a bilateral trade 


deal but also needs good 
relations with China, its big¬ 
gest trading partner and 
the regional powerhouse. 
Also Friday, the central 
banks of the two countries 
signed a three-year, bilat¬ 
eral currency swap agree¬ 
ment enabling the two 
sides to swap up to 200 bil¬ 
lion yuan (about $28.8 bil¬ 
lion) for3.4trillion yen.

SAO PAULO (AP) — When 
the political ads come on 
"IV in the Higa household 
these days, everyone wish- 
esto be somewhere else. 
Eike Higa is gay and plans 
to vote for the left-wing 
candidate, Fernando Had¬ 
dad, in Brazil's upcoming 
presidential runoff. But his 
parents might vote for J air 
Bo Iso na no, the fa r-rig ht c o n- 
gressman who has made 
comments offensive to gay 
people. 

Higa tries not to ta ke it per- 
sonally. He said he has a 
good relationship with his 
parents, with whom he lives 
in Sao Paulo. But "in a po¬ 
litical climate like this one, 
the old insecurities always 
surface again." 

Across Brazil, a particularly 
polarizing election has di¬ 
vided families and friends 
and left some wondering 
if the rift will permanently 
change the political and 
cultural landscape of Latin 
America's largest country. 
The tension "has manifest¬ 
ed itself with vibrant colors 
in this moment," said Ana 
Claudia Duarte Rocha 
Marques, an anthropology 
professoratthe Universityof 
Sao Paulo. "It was a defuse 
thing that became acute." 
And it might not fade for 
years. 

Brazil's media behemoth 
Globo took on the subject 
of families and friends who 
fight over politics in chat 
groups on the ubiquitous 
messaging service What- 
sApp. The report noted that 
tweets using the phrases "I 
left the family group" or 
'fight in the family group" 
started to surge in August, 
as the campaign officially 
got underway. 

In some cases, the election 
has merely made raw the 
political divisions that rela¬ 
tives a Iwa ys knew existed. 
Tamara Miranda, a 
33-year-old stay-at-home 
mom who lives in Rio Claro 
in Sao Paulo state, said she 
and her stepfather always 
disagreed on politics. She is 
on the left, and he is on the 
right. It just somehow never 
mattered asmuch asnow. 
For others, the particulari¬ 
ties of this election — the 
complete disappearance 


of the Brazilian center, 
leading to a runoff be¬ 
tween two candidateswith 
high rejection rates— have 
led people to stick up for 
politicians they might not 
otherwise defend. 

For decades, Brazilian 
presidential elections were 
largely a contest between 
the center-right and cen¬ 
ter-left parties. "Ihe empha¬ 
sis on achieving consensus 
was high since Congress 
was typically fractured by 
more than a dozen parties. 
But that old peace has 
frayed. The discontent, ac¬ 
cording to Marques and 
others, began in 2014, 
when then-President Dilma 
Rousseff of the Workers' 
Party was re-elected after 
a bittercampaign and the 
economy began to tank. 
Rousseff was impeached 
and removed from office 
two years later. 

When her vice president, 
Michel Temer, took over 
and implemented market- 
friendly economic reforms, 
the idea that right-leaning 
forces in Congress had 
staged a palace coup 
took hold. 

In parallel, a sprawling cor¬ 
ruption investigation was 
unfolding, leading to the 


jailing of scores of politi¬ 
cians involved in schemes 
to dole out public contracts 
and other favors for billions 
in bribesand kickbacks. 
There, too, many on the 
left cried foul, arguing that 
the judicial system seemed 
much more eager to pur¬ 
sue charges against Work¬ 
ers' Party politicians than 
others. Those on the right, 
meanwhile, interpreted 
the imbalance differently, 
believing that the Workers' 
Party had simply brought 
a new dimension to such 
graft. 

Thus, the rift began to 
open, stoked by massive 
street protests and social 
media, including the rise of 
fake news. 

The result has been an 
exceptionally polarized 
presidential campaign. 
Bolsonaro was stabbed 
last month at a rally and 
suffered serious abdominal 
wounds. There have been 
numerous reports of politi¬ 
cally motivated violence. 
The words "Nazi" and "fas- 
cist"are lobbed frequently. 
Bolsonaro has a substan¬ 
tial lead in the polls but has 
disgusted many with de¬ 
rogatory comments about 
minorities and his praise for 


Brazil's 1964-1985 military 
dictatorship. 

Many people, including 
some in the Higa house¬ 
hold, feel trapped by the 
choices. Eike'smother, Sim¬ 
one, said she voted for a 
conservative candidate 
who got few votes in the 
first round, and she's deter¬ 
mined to keep the Work¬ 
ers' Party from power. But 
she is still struggling with 
the choice she will have to 
make on Sunday. 

She is reluctant to vote for 
Bolsonaro, but she also 
doesn't want 'to elect Lula 
a gain," she said, referring to 
former President Luiz Inacio 
Lula da Siva, who hasbeen 
convicted of corruption 
and jailed but who many 
allege will be pulling the 
strings if Haddad iselected. 
Voting in Brazil is manda¬ 
tory, but voters can choose 
"blank" in the booth or en¬ 
ter a non-existent candi¬ 
date code. When asked if 
she was considering going 
that route, the 50-year-old 
small business owner said: 
"If I throw away my vote, 

I could be electing Lula 
again, and the work of the 
federal police would be all 
in vain." 

She said she knows how 


her son feels and that her 
concerns about Bolsonaro 
are exactly because Eike 
is gay. But Eike himself said 
he has been loath to con¬ 
front his pa rents a bout their 
vote. 

"I feel let down," the 
27-year-old said. "I feel re¬ 
ally sad to know that even 
if they were voting strategi¬ 
cally to block the Workers' 
Party, they are indirectly 
supporting a person who is 
against me, against what I 
am." 

Things are more heated in 
Miranda's family. She said 
she considersherstepfather 
"more of a fatherthan my 
father." But the two have 
fought bitterly about poli¬ 
tics, particularly his support 
for Bolsonaro. She declined 
to put The Associated Press 
in contact with him. 

But the divisions in her fam¬ 
ily are not limited to that 
conflict. The day after the 
first round of voting, she left 
the family WhatsApp group 
when the messages cel¬ 
ebrating Bolsonaro's strong 
showing became too 
much. Miranda's brother, 
Taruma Lomba, acknowl¬ 
edges things sometimes 
get intense at family gath¬ 
erings and on WhatsApp. 
But the sib ling shave largely 
agreed to disagree. The 
32-year-old information sys¬ 
tems analyst from the south¬ 
eastern city of Be lo Horizon¬ 
te plans to vote for Bolson¬ 
aro in round 2, though with¬ 
out much conviction. "Even 
though this horrible climate 
has emerged in Brazil, of 
divisions, we at least have 
woken up to see what was 
happening,"he said.Q

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Champ, Xiong tied for 2nd-round lead at Sanderson Farms

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — Nor¬ 
man Xiong's ability to make 
the hard shots on another 
damp, chilly day made the 
rest of his second round 
much easier Friday at the 
Sanderson Farms Champi¬ 
onship. 

Now the 19-year-old is not 
only playing on the week¬ 
end for the first time on the 
PGA Tour, he's in conten¬ 
tion. 

Xiong shota 5-under67for 
a share of the lead at the 
Country Club of J ackson in 
just his seventh career start. 
He's even with Cameron 
Champ, who settled fora 
70 afterfinishing with back- 
to-back bogeys. 

For Xiong — who is in the 
field because of a spon¬ 
sor's exemption — two 
straight solid days on the 
course have helped him 
build confidence. He and 
Champ were 9 under for 
the tournament. 

"I guess it finally provesthat 
I belong out here, or hope¬ 
fully one day eventually

can be out here perma¬ 
nently," Xiong said. 

Shawn Stefani and Jona¬ 
than Byrd were one shot 
back, each shooting their 
second straight 68. Hudson 
Swafford (68), Seth Reeves 
(70), Scott Stallings (67), 
D.J. Trahan (70) and Chad 
Ramey (70) were two shots 
back. 

Xiong started his second 
round on the back nine 
and made eagle on No. 11 
after hitting a 55-foot putt 
from the fringe. 

He followed that encour¬ 
aging start with two chip- 
ins for birdie on No. 16 and 
then No. 6. 

'They really kind of take off 
the pressure on a day like 
this when it's windy and 
the pins are not as acces¬ 
sible," Xiong said. 'You can 
play safe off those good 
breaks." 

If Xiong were able to win 
on Sunday, he'd be the 
second-youngest winner 
on tour since 1932. He'd be 
one day older than J ordan 
Spieth when he won at the 
J ohn Deere Classic in 2013. 


Xiong was bom in Guam 
and moved to southern 
California when he was a 
boy. He played in college 
at Oregon for two years 
before turning professional 
over the summer. 

"The 23-year-old Champ 
wasn't quite as sharp as he 
was on Thursday, when he 
shot a 65. He looked as if 
he was still going to keep 
his lead and was two shots 
ahead of Xiong before the 
disappointing ending. 

He started his round on the 
back nine and managed 
to stay out of serious trou¬ 
ble until the final two holes 
He missed a 7-foot par putt 
on No. 8 and then couldn't 
get up and down on No. 9 
and settled for another bo¬ 
gey. 

'Today was a struggle ball- 
striking wise off the tee," 
Champ said. "I could n't find 
the fairways. Something 
was a little off. But I just kept 
plugging away at it. 
'Obviously, my finish wasn't 
asgood, but I'll take a 2-un- 
der today with the way I 
was hitting it.'0

'That was about as bad a 
break as I've ever had, to 
kick all the way over the 
green into the hazard," 
Finau said. 'One thing I've 
learned in this game, you 
take the good with the 
bad and keep moving for¬ 
ward.

The Masters champion 
looked certain to drop an- 
othershotonthe par-518th 
when his tee shot bounded 


off the side of a hill and 
into the water. Reed took 
his penalty drop, and then 
tried to hit a slice overtwo 
portions of the water. He 
blasted his hybrid on to 
about 12 feet for a two- 
putt birdie and a 72. 

"I figured I just hit the shot 
I needed — a big, huge 
slice," Reed said. "Why not 
start in toward the grand¬ 
stands to the left?" 

Rose won last year by rally¬ 
ing from eight shots behind 
on the final day, so a three- 
shot deficit shouldn't look 
all that daunting. He plod¬ 
ded his way around the 
course and kept bogeys 
off his card. He missed a 
15-foot eagle attempt on 
the last hole. 

Finau hasn't won since the 
2016 Puerto Rico Open, an 
opposite-fie Id event that 
was held the same week 
as the Match Play. But it's 
been a big yearforhim. He 
has 10 finishes the top 10, 
and his consistency led to 
him making his first Ryder 
Cup. 

Finau got a good break 
at Le Golf National. In his 
opening fourballs match 
with Brooks Koepka, the 


U.S. team looked to be in 
big trouble until Finau'stee 
shot on the 16th hole hit 
off the railroad ties fram¬ 
ing the green and settled 
3feetaway, crucialto win¬ 
ning the match. 

Fleetwood birdied the 18th 
hole to join Reed and Rose 
at 8-under 136. Xander 
Schauffele was another 
shot behind after a 71, 
while PatrickCantlay wast¬ 
ed a good birdie chance 
on the final hole and had 
to settle for 68. He was five 
behind. 


Rose has a chance to re¬ 
turn to No. 1 with a vic¬ 
tory, and it doesn't look as 
though Brooks Koepka can 
put up much of a fight. Ko¬ 
epka, in hisdebut at No. 1, 
was frequently stretching 
his back and at times walk¬ 
ing with an uncomfortable 
gait. He also missed sever¬ 
al short putts and shot 74, 
leaving him 13 shots back. 
Dustin J ohnson faded after 
a quick start and shot 73. 
He was 14 shots behind. 
Rory Mcllroy was even 
worse. It took him 15 shots 


to play the two par 5s on 
the front nine, taking a tri¬ 
ple bogey on No. 2 and a 
double bogey on the par-5 
eighth hole. 

Finau kept motoring along, 
as he has been doing the 
last few months. This was 
Finau's 19th round in the 
60s over his last 21 starts in 
PGA Tour events. He had 
11 top 10s last season. 
"Outside of that tough 
break, I played really nice¬ 
ly," Finau said. "I was happy 
just to make a few birdies 
coming down the stretch. 
It's hard to swallow when 
you feel like you hit a good 
shot and you have a bad 
break like that. So I was 
able to just hang in there 
and make a few birdies at 
the end, which is nice." 
Finau hasgone 63 startson 
the PGA Tour without win¬ 
ning, though he is making 
progress toward adding to 
his victory total. 

'Tony isgreat, and he'sdue 
a win, to be fair," Fleet- 
wood said. "He's done ev¬ 
erything else this year, so I 
wouldn't put it past him or 
hold it against him if he did 
get the win.

But the Packers opened as 
the biggest underdog of his 
career.

Oh yeah, the Packers do n't 
cover particularly well in 
the secondary. 

Running back Todd Gur¬ 
ley leads the NFL with 88 
points, 686 yards rushing, 
144 carries and 956 yards 
from scrimmage. DE Aaron 
Donald co-leads with eight 
sacks, comes off four sacks, 
six tackles for loss against 
San Francisco. 

Denver(3-4) at Kansas City 
( 6 - 1 ) 

"The Chiefs have won six in 
a row in this series and, like 
the Rams, have a dynamic, 
versatile offense. But they 
also rank last in yardage 
allowed on defense, so 
Denver might not be totally 
overmatched. 

Chiefs coach Andy Reid 
won his 200th game last 
week vs Cincinnati. Reid 
would tie Dan Reeves for 
eighth in NFL history with 
another victory. To get it, 
he will rely on second-year 
QB Patrick Ma homes, who 
leads the NFL in ID pass¬ 
es (22) and 25-yard-plus 
completions (26). He has 
a franchise-record six con¬ 
secutive 300-yard passing 
games. 

Baltimore (4-3) at Carolina 
(4-2) 


Carolina exhibited its resil¬ 
ience and staying power 
by rallying from 17 points 
down in the fourth quarter 
at Philadelphia last week. 
It was the largest come¬ 
back in franchise history, 
and now the Panthers are 
home, where they've won 
eig ht stra ig ht. 

The challenge is huge 
against Baltimore, which 
fell at home by one point 
to New OrieanswhenJ ustin 
Tucker — only the league's 
career kicking leader — 
missed an extra pointforthe 
first time. "That final-seconds 
miscue shouldn't camou¬ 
flage that the Ravens lead 
the league in defense. Bal¬ 
timore has allowed 101 
points, lowest total through 
seven games since coach 
John Harbaugh took over 
in 2008. The Ravens have 
allowed the fewest yards 
(280.6 per game) and few¬ 
est points (14.4). 

Seattle (3-3) at Detroit (3-3) 
Two teamsthatstarted ugly 
and have begun to look a 
lot more attractive. 

Seattle has gone physical 
with the run game and 
on defense and, despite 
being in retooling mode, 
seems ready to challenge 
for a wild-card playoff 
berth. Pete Carroll's bunch 
protects the ball, too, with 
only six giveaways. 

The Seahawksare playing 
for the first time since the 
death of ownerPaul Allen. 
Detroit seems to have dis¬ 
covered a running game: 
Rookie KerryonJ ohnson ran 
fora career-high 158 yards 
at Miami last week. But 
Seattle's D is stingy on the 
ground. 

Philadelphia (3-4) vs.Jack¬ 
sonville (3-4) at London 

Two teams beginning to 
look ugly, particularly the 
Jaguars, who had locker 
room discord after last 
week's loss to Houston that 
included QB Blake Bortles 
getting benched. Coach 
Doug Marrone is sticking 
with Bortles for now and 
there was a players-only 
meeting Monday in hopes 
of clearing the air. "This is 
the sixth stra ig ht yea r J a c k- 
sonville is playing a home 
game in London. 

Following their collapse 
against Carolina, the Ea¬ 
gles probably welcomed

Watson threw touchdown 
passes of 13, 2, 73, 49 and 
2 yards to give him 34 ca¬ 
reerscoring passes, moving 
ahead of Dan Marino (32) 
for second-most in NFL his¬ 
tory after 15 games 
'This offense can be very 
explosive," Watson said. 
'We can do a lot of good 
things, put a lot of points on 
the board." 

Miami's Brock Osweiler, 
who had one tough season 
in Houston after signing a 
$72 millio n c o ntra ct in 2016, 
threw for 241 yards with 
an interception in his third 
straight start in place of in¬ 
jured starter Ryan Tannehill. 
Kenyan Drake had a touch¬ 
down run and touchdown 
reception for the Dolphins 
(4-4). "They lost for the sec¬ 
ond straight week. 

"I'm fairly irritated right 
now," Miami coach Adam 
Gase said. "I'm going to 
re-evaluate everything this 
weekend and figure out

Hamilton said. 'That natu¬

Vettel has taken criticism 
over Ferrari's season of 
miscues That includes last 
weekatthe U.S. Grand Prix, 
won by his Ferrari team¬ 
mate Kimi Raikkonen while 
Vettel missed the podium. 
Vettel said the driver with 
the most points at the end 
of the season deservedly 
winsthe title. Saying anoth¬ 
er driver lost it wouldn't be 
fa ir, he sa id. 

"For the words to come 
from a four-time world 
champion, that's positive 
to hear," Hamilton said in 
advance of this weekend's 
Mexican Grand Prix. "He's 
been a great competitor 
this year. It'sbeenso hotfor 
both of us. I look forward 
to many more years of us 
racing tog ether right at the 
top." 

Ferrari's blunders certainly 


made Hamilton's season 
easier. There have been 
crashes, pit stop and tire 
mistakes, and practice 
penalties that cost Ferrari 
winsand race position. 
Vettel'slast victory came in 
Belgium six races ago and 
he's missed the podium 
three times in the last five. 
The U.S. Grand Prix includ¬ 
ed Vettel's three-spot start¬ 
ing grid penalty and an 
eariy-lap bump with Red 
Bull's Daniel Riccardo that 
caused him to spin. 

Vettel had the car for the 
podium in Texas, maybe 
even the win, but he didn't 
have the patience. 

Other drivers on the grid 
were reluctant to criticize 
Vettel's season, but noted 
the German might have 
driven too hard out of des¬ 
peration.. 

"I think Sebastian is a fan¬ 


tastic driver. It's very hard 
to judge the performance 
of someone when you're 
not on the team and you 
don't know exactly what 
is going on," said Force In¬ 
dia's Sergio Perez. 'Obvi¬ 
ously we have seen some 
mistakes.

Jacobs meets Sergiy 
Derevyanchenko inside the 
Theaterat Madison Square 
Garden, with the winner 
taking the IBF's vacant ver¬ 
sion of the 160-pound title. 
There's been a flurry of 
changes within the division 
lately, with Alvarez own¬ 
ing half of the four major 
titles after edging longtime 
champion Golovkin last 
month in their re match. De¬ 
metrius Andrade won the 
other belt last week, and 
Jacobs (34-2, 29 KOs) can 
put his name on the list of 
champions. 

The 31-year-old from Brook¬ 
lyn fell just short last year 
against Golovkin, who 
hasn't announced plansfor 
his return from his first loss. 
And Jacobs would love 
a first chance at Alvarez, 
who is challenging for a 
168-pound title in his next 
fight but is expected to re¬ 
turn to middleweight after¬ 


ward. 

"Many believe and I'm one 
of them that he beat Gen¬ 
nady Golovkin in this build¬ 
ing, and if that's the case 
I believe you have every 
right to call him the best 
middleweight in the world," 
said Eddie Heam, Jacobs' 
promoter. "But on Satur¬ 
day he hasa chance to do 
that and to move forward 
to those super fights, those 
other defining fights that 
could be out there: a Go¬ 
lovkin rematch, a Canelo 
fig ht, a u n ific a tio n fig ht w ith 
Andrade. These are the 
nights that lay ahead for 
Danny J acobs and I know 
what it means to him to 
be victorious on Saturday 
nig ht." 

It would mean getting by 
an opponent he knows 
well. Jacobs and Derevy¬ 
anchenko (12-0, 10 KOs) 
have sparred togetherand 
both trained under An¬ 
dre Rozier, who will remain 
with Jacobs for the HBO- 
televised bout. Gary Stark 
Sr., whom J acobs has also 
worked with, is training the 
Ukrainian forthe fight. 

"So to see these guys on 
the opposite side of the 
ring come fight night, it's 
going to be bittersweet," 
Jacobs said. "We all knew 
each otherfora very, very 


lo ng time, so it's a Imo st a s if 
we're like family. But this is 
why we do it, forthe love of 
the sport." 

And for opportunities like 
Saturday, which have elud¬ 
ed the 32-year-old Derevy¬ 
anchenko. A decorated 
amateur who had more 
than 400 fights, he's had 
trouble finding work as a 
professional. Even Golovkin 
wasn't interested in taking 
a fight with him when the 


first date forthe Alvarez re¬ 
match had to be scrapped 
because of the Mexican's 
positive drug test. Derevy¬ 
anchenko was the IBF's 
mandatory challenger, but 
Golovkin didn't pursue a 
bout so he could wait for 
Alvarez to be reinstated. 
The organization backed 
a challenge from Derevy- 
anchenko's management, 
forcing the title off Golovkin 
and giving the Ukrainian a 


chance to win it in his first 
title shot. 

'This guy's had a rough 
road as a pro. Almost im¬ 
possible to get him fights," 
promoter Lou DiBella said. 
'We had to pull a lot of po¬ 
litical machinations and 
legal machinations and all 
sorts of stuff to get him to 
this position, and I'm thrilled 
that we were able to. 

"He had to sit and wait out 
his opportunity as the No. 
1 mandatory. He couldn't 
make himself unavailable 
so he had to be relatively 
inactive and then all of a 
sudden DannyJ acobs was 
the nextguy in the rankings, 
and all of a sudden there's 
a huge fight for Sergiy, the 
fight he's been waiting his 
whole life for."

nament, and I felt it was re¬ 
ally unfair to everyone that 
came to watch." 

Sloane Stephens also ad¬ 
vanced to the semifinals, 
improving to 3-0 by beating 
Angelique Kerber6-3, 6-3. 
Osaka, the only woman 
from J a pan to win a Grand 
Slam title, went off court 
to receive treatment on 
the injury after the eighth 
game while trailing 5-3. She 
lost her serve at love in the 
ninth game and then de¬ 
cided to stop. 

The 21-year-old Osaka, who 
started the year ranked No. 
68 and is now at a career- 
high No. 4, beat Serena 
Williams in the U.S. Open 
final and watched as the 
23-time G ra nd Sla m c ha m- 


pion argued with the chair 
umpire and was penalized 
forit. 

"It's been a crazy year," 
Osaka said. "Forme, it's just 
been a lot of new experi¬ 
ences.

Bertens qualified for the 
season-ending WTA Finals 
when No. 1 Simona Halep 
withdrew from the tourna¬ 
ment with a lower back in¬ 
jury.

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Fac ebook beyond Facebook? Instag mm, Messengerstep up

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
Facebook bought Insta- 
gram for$l billion in 2012, it 
seemed like a big gamble 
for an unproven little app. 
Six years la ter, that little app 
— along with Messenger 
and WhatsApp — are serv¬ 
ing as Facebook's safety 
net for a future that could 
find its flagship service on 
the sidelines. 

Sure, Facebook reigns in 
social media today, and 
this is not likely to change 
soon. Still, amid the com¬ 
pany's seemingly endless 
troubles over elections 
meddling, misinformation, 
privacy lapses, hacking 
and hate speech, the idea 
that Facebook may not al¬ 
ways be on top has begun 
to take hold. 

"Facebookcould collapse," 
said David Kirkpatrick, who 
wrote a 2010 book on 
Fac ebook's early history. 

In an interview, he said the 
elections manipulations 
issue "could get so terrify¬ 
ing that advertisers could 
start to back away, lhat's 
nowhere near happening 
now, but it could happen." 
That is, as Facebook stops 
being a virtual watercooler 
for friendly conversation, 
but a lair for trolls and mis¬ 
information — advertisers 


might find the service too 
dangerous to showcase 
laundry detergent and 
shoes. 

For now, Facebook is a so¬ 
cial and advertising pow¬ 
erhouse. It has 2.23 bil¬ 
lion users, a number that's 
still growing at a healthy 
pace outside of the U.S. 
Wall Street analysts project 
Facebook's 2018 revenue 
will top $55 billion. While the 
company doesn't break 
out revenue among its 
apps, eMarketer estimates 


that Instagram will bring in 
16 percent of Facebook's 
advertising revenue this 
year and 25 percent by 
2020. (The research firm 
does not have estimatesfor 
Messenger ads, which are 
still new and nascent, and 
WhatsApp, which doesn't 
have ads yet.) 

"It really speaks to the fact 
that advertisers love Insta¬ 
gram," eMarketer analyst 
Debra Aho Williamson said. 
"It hasthe appeal of being 
a generally positive envi¬ 


ronment." 

In fact, Instagram is be¬ 
coming the top social me¬ 
dia service formany brands 
to interact with consumers, 
said Yuval Ben-ltzhak, CEO 
of the social media mar¬ 
keting firm Socialbakers. So 
even though these compa¬ 
nies are reaching a smaller 
audience than Facebook, 
these people are "engag¬ 
ing," or interacting, a lot 
more with the advertisers, 
he said. 

Facebook is working hard 
to ensure that Messenger 
and later, WhatsApp, be¬ 
come viable businesses as 
well. On Tuesday, Face- 
book announced plans to 
make its Messenger app 
simpler and easier to use. 
But the redesign also makes 
it clearthat messages from 
businesses — and ads — 
are becoming increasingly 
important. Such messages 
are now front and center 
alongside messages with 
friends and other individu¬ 
als. 

The new Messenger fea- 
turesa "dark mode" that lets 
people switch to white text 
on a black background. It 
hasfewer'tabs"— orwords 
and icons to tap to get to 
different sections in the 
app. "The previous version 
had nine, including "mes¬ 
sages," "active" to show 
ongoing conversations, 
"groups," "games" and a 
"discover" icon to find bots 
to chat with for everything 


from the weather to horo¬ 
scopes to shopping. The 
new version has just three: 
"chats," "people" and "dis¬ 
cover" to connect with 
businesses, follow the news 
orplay games. 

Stan Chudnovsky, head of 
product for messaging at 
Facebook, said the prima¬ 
ry intent wasn't to elevate 
messaging with businesses 
But he said that "when peo¬ 
ple spend more and more 
time communicating with 
each other on a platform, 
inevitably that is where 
businesses need to be. It's 
almost like print happened 
and then businesses need¬ 
ed to be on print." 
Facebook, of course, is 
working hard to nudge 
people and businesses 
in this direction, convinc¬ 
ing them that chatting on 
Messenger is more efficient 
than, say, emailing, call¬ 
ing — ortweeting at — an 
airline, a clothing store or 
even your bank. 

One thing Facebook has 
always understood is the 
importance of human con¬ 
nections and interaction. 
Chudnovsky co nsiders one- 
on-one communications a 
"basic human need." Con¬ 
sidering that people use 
Messenger, and not the 
main Facebook service, for 
such interactions, does this 
mean Messenger is more 
important than Facebook? 
'We don't take a position 
on what is more important," 
Chudnovsky said. 

Still, considering that peo¬ 
ple no longerneed a Face- 
book account to use Mes¬ 
senger, maybe some day 
it will be. After all, people 
(especially younger ones) 
are using Facebook less 
frequently, even as they 
flock to Instagram and its 
messaging services A Pew 
Research Center study re¬ 
cently found that just over 
half of tee ns use Facebook, 
while 72 percent use Insta¬ 
gram. 

'The idea has always been 
not to replace Facebook, 
but to add to it," said Nate 
Elliott, head of the market 
research firm Nineteen In¬ 
sights. "But now that Face¬ 
book's reputation has tak¬ 
en a beating, I'm sure that 
they see it as a very nice 
insurance policy.'O

NEWYORK(AP) — As stocks 
hit record after record in 
the past decade, investors 
didn't much care if a stock 
was cheap or expensive. 
What mattered most was: 
Is it growing quickly? 

If the answer was yes, the 
stock was in high demand, 
almost regardless of the 
price. Investorswere raven¬ 
ous for companies able to 
add customers and deliver 
fat growth. So they were 
willing to pay premium 
prices for an Amazon or a 
Netflix. Left behind were 
stocks in more staid indus¬ 
tries, even if they looked 
like better bargains by sev¬ 
eral measures. 

Suddenly, though, the siren 
song of high growth has 
gone dissonant. As markets 
tumbled in recent weeks, 
the stocks that were soar¬ 
ing the highest have fallen 
the fastest. Worries about 
interest rates and global 
trade are raising concerns 
about the companies' 
future growth. Plus, high- 
growth stocks had furtherto 
fall given how much more 
expensive they had grown 
versus the rest of the mar¬ 
ket by va rious measures. 

So far this month, high- 
growth stocks in the Rus¬ 
sell 3000 index have sunk 9 
percent, versus6.5 percent 
fortheirlower-priced coun¬ 
terparts known as "value" 
stocks, as of Thursday. It's 
the biggest such monthly 
gap in performance since 
November 2016. 

If the long run of domi¬ 
nance is indeed over for 
growth stocks, the stakes 
could be huge. It would 
mean pain for investors 
who went a ll-in on the sexy, 
high-flying stocks that so 
dominated cocktail-party 
conversations. 

Even investors with more- 
vanilla index funds would 
take a hit. The super¬ 
charged performance for 
high-growth stocks means 
companies like Amazon, 
Facebook and Google's 
pa rent have swelled in mar¬ 
ket value. Those three, plus 
Apple and Microsoft, make 
up more than 15 percent of 
the S&P 500 index by them¬ 
selves. So, movements in 
theirstockprice have more 


influence on S&P 500 index 
fundsthan smaller stocks. 
Perhaps more ominous is 
the market's track record. 
The last two times the 
pendulum swung sharply 
between dominance for 
value and growth stocks 
occurred around two of 
the most dramatic implo¬ 
sions in the stock market's 
history: the 2000 dot-com 
c ra sh a nd the 2007 o nset of 
the Great Recession. 

To be sure, many investors 
say the market can shift 
from one led by growth 
stocks to one led by value 
stocks without cratering. 
And the market has given 
head fakes before, where 
it seemed like value stocks 
were about to regain lead¬ 
ership, only to fade back 
again. 

The jockeying continued 
late in the week. On Thurs¬ 
day, growth stocks once 
again led the way as the 
market clawed back some 
of its losses from the last few 
weeks. But Friday, growth 
stocksagain were heading 
lower. 

In a sign that dizzying prof- 
itsare no longerenough to 


placate investors, Ama¬ 
zon and Alphabet each 
reported quarterly profits 
that beat Wall Street esti¬ 
mates, but their shares fell 
because revenue came 
up short. 

Shares of both companies 
are down sharply in the 
past month, and they're 
sliding again in early trad¬ 
ing Friday, with Amazon 
down 7 percent and Al¬ 
phabet off by 3 percent. 
Many investors see the 
reversal from growth to 
value as inevitable, sim¬ 
ply because high-growth 
stocks have become much 
more expensive than value 
stocks. 

'We know that this condi¬ 
tion is more indicative of a 
mania of some sort, though 
we couldn't tell you when 
it ends," said Barry James, 
president and portfolio 
ma nager at J a mes Advan¬ 
tage Fundsand an investor 
who prefers what he calls 
"bargain stocks." "But when 
it ends, it ain't pretty." 

To see how strong the fer¬ 
vor has been, consider the 
stocks in the Russell 3000 
Growth index, which in¬ 


cludes Facebook, Visa and 
Home Depot. Itwastrading 
at 28.97 times its earnings, 
as of the end of Septem¬ 
ber. That means investors 
essentially were willing to 
pay nearly $29 per share 
foreach $1 in earnings per 
share that the companies 
produced in a year. 

Stocks in the Russell 3000 
Value index, meanwhile, 
were trading at a more 
modest price tag of $16.46 
foreach $1 in eamingsper 
share. The prices were so 
different because earnings 
for the first group were ris¬ 
ing at nearly triple the rate 
forthe second. 

The high price-to-eamings 
ta g s fo r g no wth sto c ks ma ke 
them vulnerable as interest 
rates rise. The Federal Re¬ 
serve has been gradually 
raising interest rates over 
the past two years, after 
keeping them at ultra-low 
levels following the reces¬ 
sion. 

When rates rise, bonds pay 
higher amounts of interest 
and suddenly look more 
attractive to investors than 
riskier stocks. Higher rates 
can also slow economic 


growth and increase bor¬ 
rowing costs for compa¬ 
nies, which taps the brakes 
on their earnings gains 
That's why price-to-eatil¬ 
ings ratios often drop for 
stocks when interest rates 
are rising. 

And over the last month, 
it's often the stocks with 
the highest price-ea til¬ 
ings ratios that have been 
hit hardest. That means 
growth stocks. 

Beyond that, some of 
the hottest areas among 
growth stocks are facing 
their own challenges In¬ 
ternet giants are under 
increasing government 
scrutiny not only in the Unit¬ 
ed States but around the 
world, which further threat¬ 
ens their growth. 

Of course, growth stocks 
have appeared ready to 
cede their crown at other 
points during this bull mar¬ 
ket. 

In 2016, for example, val¬ 
ue stocks did better as a 
group, only to fall behind 
growth stocks again in 
2017. 

One point in favor for 
growth stocks is that rev¬ 
enue formany of them has 
become more stable, in 
the form of recurring rev¬ 
enue rather than one-time 
purchases, which makes 
theirgrowth more durable. 
Growth stocks also don't 
look anywhere near as ex¬ 
pensive as they did in 2000, 
the last time they gave up 
long-term leadership to val¬ 
ue stocks. At the time, the 
dot-com bubble had sent 
companies, even those 
with no profits, to astronom¬ 
ical prices. 

MichaelLiss,a seniorportfo- 
lio manageron fourmutual 
funds at American Century 
that focus on value stocks, 
hasheard thatargumenta 
lot. He doesn't buy it. 
'That'sthe thing people say: 
It's not as crazy," he said. 
"But does it have to get to 
the worst-possible situation 
ever, or worse than that, for 
it to be out of control? No, if 
you take out the tech bub¬ 
ble, this is crazy," he said, 
citing how much more ex¬ 
pensive high-growth stocks 
have become than the rest 
of the market.

An official with the People 
for the Ethical Treatment 
of Animals said in a state¬ 
ment Ndume deserves the 
opportunity to thrive and 
socialize with other gorillas. 
Patterson acknowledged 
Ndume'sneed fora social 
group, but emphasized he 
is not technic ally alone.

A message seeking com¬ 
ment was left Friday for 
The Gorilla Foundation, 
most widely known for pur¬ 
chasing Koko from the San 
Francisco Too in 1977. Pat¬ 
terson began teaching the 
gorilla sign language that 
became part of a Stanford 
University project in 1974. 
Western lowland gorillas 
like Ndume are considered 
to be a critically endan¬ 
gered species, with fewer 
than 175,000 found in the 
wild.

Cincinnati Zoo sues for return of Kbko's 
gorilla companion

C INC INNAH (AP) — The C in- 

cinnati Too is suing for the 
return of a gorilla loaned to 
a California conservatory 
as a companion for Koko, 
the late gorilla famed for 
mastering sign language. 

In a complaint filed Thurs¬ 
day against The Gorilla 
Foundation, attorneys for 
the Cincinnati Too said 
Ndume, a 37-year-old sil- 
verback gorilla, has lived 
in isolation to his detriment 
since Koko'sdeath in J une. 
The zoo sent Ndume to the 
foundation in 1991 under a 
contract that was revised 
to say he would be trans¬ 
ferred afterKoko'sdeath. In 
the months that followed, 
the Gorilla Species Survival 
Plan recommended Ndu¬ 
me move back to the zoo 
where he wasbom. 

The zoo's complaint a lieges 
the foundation violated 
the contract when they 
refused to coordinate Ndu¬ 
me's planned return. 
Francine Patterson, an 
animal psychologist who 
cared for Koko and co- 
founderofThe Gorilla Foun¬ 
dation, wrote in a Septem¬ 
ber letteraddressed to zoo 
officials that a move would 
harm Ndume by causing 
unnecessary stress. She 
said it would also exacer¬ 
bate an "ongoing suffering 
afterthe loss of Koko." 

In the letter, Patterson 
claimed Ndume screamed, 
banged and shoved ob¬ 
jects for 14 consecutive 
hoursafteroverhearing talk 
of a transfer - behavior the 
gorilla had neverbefore ex¬ 
hibited at the foundation. 
She said gorillas' ability to 
understand human speech 
is underestimated, and the 
foundation's "decades of 
experience communicat¬ 
ing with them confirms their 
ability to do so." 

Ron Evans, curator of pri¬ 
mates at the Cincinnati 
Too, acknowledged ev¬ 
ery transfer has its risks, but 
Ndume's isolation presents 
a greaterconcem. 

'To be near and/or with 
other gorillas is a founda¬ 
tional, natural-history-prov¬ 
en and unarguably basic 
need for all gorillas," he 
wrote in a reply. 
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Water out of thin a in California couple's device wins$1.5M

LOS ANG ELES (AP) — It sta rt 

ed out modestly enough: 
David Hertz, having learned 
that under the right condi¬ 
tions you really can make 
your own water out of thin 
air, put a little contraption 
on the roof of his office and 
began cranking out free 
bottles of H20 for anyone 
who wanted one. 

Soon he and hiswife, Laura 
Doss-Hertz, were thinking 
bigger — so much so that 
this week the couple won 
the $1.5 million XPrize For 
Water Abundance. They 
prevailed by developing a 
system that uses shipping 
containers, wood chips 
and other detritus to pro¬ 
duce as much as 528 gal¬ 
lons (2,000 liters) of water a 
day at a cost of no more 
than 2 cents a quart (1 li¬ 
ter). 

The XPrize competition, 
created by a group of phi¬ 
lanthropists, entrepreneurs 
and others, has awarded 
more than $140 million 
over the years for what it 
calls audacious, futuristic 
ideas aimed at protecting 
and improving the planet. 
The first XPrize, for $10 mil¬ 
lion, went to Microsoft co¬ 
founder Paul Allen and 
aviation pioneer Burt Rutan 
in 2004 for SpaceShipOne, 
the first privately financed 
manned space flight. 

When Hertz learned a cou¬ 
ple ofyearsago thata prize 
was about to be offered 
to whoever could come 
up with a cheap, innova¬ 
tive way to produce clean 
freshwater for a world that 
doesn't have enough of it, 
he decided to go all in. 

At the time, his little wa¬ 
ter-making machine was 
cranking out 150 gallons a 
day, much of which was 
being given to homeless 
people living in a nd a round 
the alley behind the Studio 
of Environmental Architec¬ 
ture, Hertz's Venice Beach- 


area firm that specializes in 
creating green buildings 
He and his wife, a com¬ 
mercial photographer, 
and their partner Richard 
Groden, who created the 
smaller machine, assem¬ 
bled The Skysource/Sky¬ 
water Alliance and went 
to work. They settled on 
creating little rainstorms 
inside shipping containers 
by heating up wood chips 
to produce the tempera¬ 
ture and humidity needed 
to draw waterfrom the air 
and the wood itself. 

'One of the fascinating 
things about shipping con¬ 
tainers is that more are im¬ 
ported than exported, so 
there's generally a surplus," 
said Hertz, adding they're 
cheap and easy to move 
around. 

And if there's no wood 
chips around for heat, co¬ 
conut husks, rice, walnut 
shells, grass clippings or 
just about any other such 
waste product will do just 
fine. 

"Certainly in regions where 


you have a lot of biomass, 
this is going to be a very 
simple technology to de¬ 
ploy," said Matthew Stuber, 


a professor of chemical 
and biomolecular engi¬ 
neering at the University of 
Connecticut and expert 


on water systems who was 
one ofthe panel's judges. 
He called their water-mak¬ 
ing machine a "really cool" 
merging of rather simple 
technologies that can be 
used to quickly deliver wa¬ 
ter to regions hit by natu¬ 
ral disasters, stricken by 
drought or even rural areas 
with a shortage of clean 
water. 

Hertz and Doss-Hertz are 
just starting to contemplate 
how to accomplish that. 
Theirs was among 98 teams 
from 27 countries who en¬ 
tered the competition. 
Many teams were bigger 
and better funded, while 
the couple mortgaged 
their Malibu home to stay 
in the game. At one point, 
they were told they hadn't 
made the final round of 
five, butoneteamdropped 
out and they were back in. 
"If you say we were the 
dark horse in the race, we 
weren't even in the race," 
Hertz recalled, smiling.Q 



Nino could bring drought 
relief to southwestern U.S

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) 

— Climatologists said 
Wednesday that condi¬ 
tio nsare rightforan El Nino 
weather pattern to devel¬ 
op that could bring wetter- 
than-normal conditio ns this 
winter in drought-stricken 
areas of the southwestern 
U.S. 

But they also note there 
is no guarantee that an 
El Nino event would bring 
more rain and snow to 
the parched Southwest. 
Weather researchers also 
say higher-than-average 
precipitation in the region 
is not likely to make up for 
growing rainfall deficits 
overthe past year. 

'There's a wide variety of 
outcomesthatcan occur," 
said David Simeral, an as¬ 
sociate research scientist 
at the Western Regional 
Climate Center in Reno, 
Nevada. "I would say, flip 
a coin." 

Parts of the Southwest, 
particularly the Four Cor¬ 


ners region of Colorado, 
Utah, New Mexico and 
Arizona, are experiencing 
extreme to exceptional 
drought, according to the 
U.S. Drought Monitor. 

There is a 70-75 percent 
chance for development 
this winter of El Nino, the 
natural warming of partsof 
the central Pacific Ocean 
that influences weather 
worldwide, said Gerry Bell, 
research meteorologist 
with the National Weather 
Service's Climate Predic¬ 
tion Center. Pacific Ocean 
temperatures a re currently 
warmer than average as 
they trend toward El Nino, 
Bell said. 

El Nino-produced rainfall 
could relieve parched 
conditio ns in many partsof 
the drought-stricken South¬ 
west but how much relief 
the region experiencesde- 
pends upon the strength 
ofthe tropical ocean phe¬ 
nomenon, he said. 

"El Nino is not a guaran¬ 
tee," he said. 

Seasonal monsoon rainfall 


during the summer and 
autumn months helped re¬ 
lieve drought conditions in 
parts of the Southwest. 
'We're seeing quite a bit 
of relief in Arizona," SimeraI 
said. "Phoenix has already 
had the wettest October 
on record." 

Parts of eastern New Mex¬ 
ico also benefited from 
heavy rainfall in neighbor¬ 
ing Texas. But in Utah, Gov. 
Gary Herbert last week 
declared a state of emer¬ 
gency due to drought. 
And Colorado has reports 
of wells running dry. 

Simeral said the Four Cor¬ 
ners region is in the midst of 
the driest September-Oc- 
toberperiod on record.The 
region has experienced 
the wannest 12-month pe¬ 
riod on record in 123 years 
of record-keeping. Snow- 
packs in parts of Arizona 
and Colorado that could 
provide much-needed 
moisture during warm, dry 
periodsare unusually low. 
'That Four Comers region 
ha s sta yed d ry," he sa id .□

NEW ORIEANS (AP) — The 

New Orleans Museum of 
Art is winding up the city's 
tricentennial with an exhibi¬ 
tion of dozens of paintings 
collected by the man the 
city is named for: Philippe 
II, Duke of Orieans He was 
King Louis XIV's nephew 
and regent of France for 
eight years, ruling for the 
boy king LouisXV. 

"The duke owned 772 paint¬ 
ings when he died in 1723 
— a collection rivaling that 
of his uncle Louis XIV in an 
era when art collections 
were symbols of power. It 
was both extensive and 
varied, with art from many 
countries and schools, in¬ 
cluding "artists not collect¬ 
ed as much before him," 
said Vanessa Schmid, the 
New Orleans museum's se- 
niorresearch curatorforEu- 
ropean art. 

Now 30 of those paintings 
are together for the first 
time in centuries, loaned by 
museums a cross the United 
States and Europe. After a 
patrons' preview Thursday 
evening, the exhibit will be 
open to the public Friday 
through J an. 27. 

"It's really a special experi¬ 
ence to have these works 
from all over ... because 
of their connections to 


one collector after whom 
the city is named," said 
Mimi Heilman, art history 
department chair at Skid¬ 
more College in Saratoga 
Springs, New York. 

Heilman, who wasn't in¬ 
volved with the exhibit, said 
she thinks the show and its 
288-page catalog will at¬ 
tract considerable interest 
in the art world. 

A numberof paintingsfrom 
the Orleans Collection 


were sold in the decade af- 
terthe duke'sdeath. But his 
grandson, called "Philippe 
Egalite" (Philippe Equality) 
sold most of them in the 
early 1790sto help finance 
the French Revolution and 
pay some of his own debts 
London art dealers re-sold 
the paintings, first putting 
them on public exhibition. 
Most art collectors of the 
time were royal or noble, 
their holdings seen only 


by the elite admitted into 
their castles and estates. 
The Orleans Collection dis¬ 
plays were the first block¬ 
buster art exhibits, draw¬ 
ing crowdsfor months and 
exposing a wider public to 
great art, Schmid said. 
"Forthe first time in the histo¬ 
ry of Western culture, peo¬ 
ple were coming to look at 
paintings that would have 
been hidden away in royal 
pa laces," Sc hmid said. 


Six of The National Gallery 
of London's first 38 paintings 
were originally from the 
duke's collection, she not¬ 
ed. A painting bought in 
1999 by that museum, illus¬ 
trating a story about Alex¬ 
ander the Great, is among 
those lent for the New Or¬ 
leans exhibit. 

The climax of the New Or¬ 
leans exhibit, Schmid said, 
is a Rembrandt painting 
called The Mill, lent by the 
National Gallery of Art in 
Washington. 

'The Rembrandt's one of 
America's greatest trea¬ 
sures," she said. 

Schmid said the exhibit is 
divided into four general 
areas. 

The first is about the duke's 
Paris residence, the Palais 
Royal, "setting the scene 
forthe court coming back 
from Versailles ... and the 
palace as setting for the 
collection." That includes 
court painter Antoine Coy- 
p e I'so il "sketc h"fo rthe g rea t 
gallery's ceiling. It seems 
to open into the heavens, 
with mythological figures 
around the painted open¬ 
ing and winged figures fly¬ 
ing up toward clouds. 

Lent by the Musee des 
Beaux Arts in Angers, 
France, it's more than 6 feet 
(nearly 2 meters) wide.Q

In the smoldering cen¬ 
terpiece of Chang-dong 
Lee's masterly "Burning" — a 
mournful cry of a movie — 
a young, tragic South Kore¬ 
an woman named Haemi 
(an exquisite J unJ ong-seo) 
dances before two men 
at twilight while Miles Davis 
floats bluely from a nearby 
carradio.The Korean coun¬ 
tryside stretches northward 
behind her. Her arms sway 
low and then high. 

It's a dance she has 
learned from the Bushmen 
during a recent trip to Af¬ 
rica. She calls it the dance 
of Great Hunger, and she's 
ecstatic as she moves. But, 
as if something catches 
her and brings her back 
down to earth, she finishes 
in tears. 

"Burning,"the South Korean 
director's sixth feature film 
(and first in eight years), 
sways with a mysterious 
heartache. It's ostensibly a 
psychological thriller, loose¬ 
ly adapted from a 1992 
short story by Haruki Mu¬ 
rakami, but every plot tum 
bums with an existential 
sorrow. Haemi and the two 


men watching her in that 
scene — her childhood 
friend Jongsu (Ah-in Yoo) 
and her wealthy lover Ben 
(Steven Yeun, of the "Walk¬ 
ing Dead") — form the kind 
of triangle that could fuel 
any noir. But it's the help- 
lessnessand ragethatthey 
share, which reaches such 


a stunning crescendo in 
Haemi's dance, that slowly 
singes a II through "Burning." 
Lee's film, this year's South 
Korean Oscar submission, 
was the sensation of the 
Cannes Film Festival in May 
(though it went home prize¬ 
less) and it's one of the best 
of the year. Jongsu is the 


movie's protagonist: a slow- 
witted aspiring writer who 
moves home to his father's 
livestock farm (it consists 
of little more than a lone 
cow) in the border town 
of Paju northwest of Seoul. 
His father, a stubborn brute 
who long ago chased off 
J ongsu's mother and sister, 


hasbeen imprisoned foras- 
saulting a government of- 
fic ia I. 

Before returning home, 
Jongsu runs into Haemi, 
who's working scantily 
dressed on the sidewalk, 
holding raffles that award 
cheap prizes. Jongsu, reti¬ 
cent and awkward, barely 
bats an eye when she re¬ 
minds him they grew up 
together in Paju. Their past 
together seems a com¬ 
fort to Haemi, who a little 
laterdrawsj ongsu backto 
her tiny apartment. During 
their lovemaking, Jongsu 
breathes anxiously while 
staring at a momentary 
flicker of reflection that, 
Haemi has told him, is the 
only sun the apartment 
gets When Haemi, a rest¬ 
less, fatalistic soul in search 
of something more, flies 
to Africa, she returns — to 
J ongsu's disappointment — 
with Ben. He's pretematu- 
rallysuave, drivesa Porsche 
and lives in the fashion¬ 
able Seoul neighborhood 
of Gangnam. If Jongsu is 
trapped in the old Korea, 
Ben is a symbol of the new. 
"He's the Great Gatsby," 
says the awed J ongsuO

The study singled out two 
series as history-making:

James Karen, 'Mr. league 1 of , FoltBlgeist; , isdead at 94

NEW YORK (AP) — J ames 
Karen, a prolific and be¬ 
loved character actor 
whose hundreds of credits 
included memorable ap¬ 
pearances in "Poltergeist" 
and "The Return of the Liv¬ 
ing Dead," has died. He 
was 94. 

Karen's friend Bruce Gold¬ 
stein told The Associated 
Press that he died Tuesday 
at his home in Los Angeles 
He had been battling respi¬ 
ratory ailments. 

Few actors had so long 
and diverse a career. He 
appeared in Elia Kazan's 
1940s stage production of 
"A Streetcar Named De¬ 
sire," which starred Mar¬ 
lon Brando. He befriended 
Buster Keaton in the 1950s 
and had a brief role in one 
of the silent star's most un¬ 
usual projects, "Film," an 
experimental short written 
by Samuel Beckett. 

He met Marilyn Monroe at 
the Actors Studio in New 
York and filmed a commer¬ 


cial with the Three Stooges. 
He was directed by Oliver 
Stone in "Wall Street" and 
David Lynch in "Mulhol- 
land Drive." His TV credits 
ranged from "Dallas" and 
"The Waltons" to "Seinfeld" 
and "The Larry Sanders 
Show." 

Millions knew him as the 
friendly man with the glass¬ 
es in TV ads for Pathmark. 
Others remembered him as 
the foreman in "Return of 
the Living Dead," the boss 
in "The China Syndrome" or 
the notorious Mr. Teague, 
the real estate developer 
who movesthe headstones 
— but not the bodies — in 
"Poltergeist." 

On Twitter, Kevin Smith, 
Gilbert Gottfried and Joe 
Mantegna were among 
those sharing tributes. His 
admirers also included 
George Clooney. When 
Clooney received a lifetime 
achievement award from 
The American Film Institute 
earlier this year, he spoke 
about Karen. He called him 
a "wonderful character

actor" and remembered 
getting a call from his wife, 
Alba. She told Clooneythat 
Karen was near death and 
wanted him to write his 
obituary. 

"So I got out a bottle of 
booze — pen, paper — 
and I sat down and I spent 
the whole night writing 
aboutwho IthoughtJ immy 
was, hischaracter, whathe 
meantto us," Clooney said.
